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SUDAN AS AN BXAMPLE 
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LORD CROMER’S OPINION. 


(Gazette's Special Service.) 
London, Friday. 

In his speech at the Unionist Pree Trade 
divner Lord Cromer said that the condition of 
the Sudan was an illustration of allowing free 
trade to be the basis of Imperial policy. The 
Sudan is neither British nor Egyptian, it is 
Anglo Egyptian. Foreign Governments might 
have taken exception to the creation of « 
hybrid political situation hitherto anknown to 
international jurists. But no murmar was 
heard. Why was this ! Becanse a special clause 
was inserted in the convention regulating the 
fature Sudan to the effect that no preference 
should be given to the trade of any one nation 
For this no other than the late Lord Salisbury 
was responsible Did any one believe we should 
have obtained general European acceptance of 
our Egyptian policy if the British commercial 
policy had been exclusive. One of the main 
reasons was that, despite the many difficulties, 
our snecess in Egypt was becouse the prin- 
ciples of free trade had been rigidly applied.
